be fumigated with carbon bisulphide 
at least once a month.

Separate roosters from hens after 
the hatching season and produce in­ 
fertile eggs. Such eggs are much more 
easily kept in good condition than fer­ 
tile eggs.

BREAD AS ECONOMICAL FOOD 


Would Be Used More Extensively If 


Home-Baked Variety Was Always 


Good; Say Government Experts. 


If home-baked bread were uniformly 


well made, it would be used more ex- 
tensively than at present in place of 
more expensive foods, say specialist? 
In the United States department of 
agriculture, and this would be a dis- 
tinct economy. 
From the standpoint 


of nutrition it makes very little differ- 
ence whether breadstuff* are served in 
the form of broad or in the form of 
breakfast 
cereals, side dishes with 


meat, or desserts. 


A man engaged in moderate muscu- 


lar work can profitably consume about 
three-fourths of a pound a day of 
breastuffs in any one of these forms. 
This quantity is the equivalent of one 
pound of baked bread. 
As a matter 


of fact, however, it is not probable 
that in the average family this quan- 
tity is consumed and the deficiency is 
made up by the use of more expensive 
substances. Of course bread alone is 
not sufficient for the maintenance of 
health, but from both an economical 
und a hjgienic point of view should be 
used more extensively than it usually 
is, declare the experts.

USE MORE NUTS. 


We have our nuts freshest and 


cheapest tn the fall, but the peanut Is 


like the poor "al- 
ways with us," and 
we may fall back on 
the plebeian ground 
nut for many good 
dishes. Any nuts 
that are purchased 
shelled should be 
carefully 
washed 


and dried 
before 


using, even when they have been han- 
dled under sanitary conditions as far 
as known; this is essential. 


Those who are fortunate enough to 


have a hickory grove or even one or 
two trees to supply them with this de- 
licious nut, no other need be desired. 
The black walnut too is another good- 
flavored nut and grows in various 
parts of the country. 


Where one lives near a brook where 


watercress grows, a most refreshing 
and satisfying salad may be made, us- 
ing watercress sprinkled with nuts of 
any kind, a little shrodded onion and 
a French dressing. 


Any plain Ice cream is made more 


appetizing by a spoonful of fresh 
chopped nuts; a few nuts added to 
almost any cake filling improve it. 
They may be made into a loaf, being 
a good substitute for meat or served 
with fruit and gelatin, make a very 
pretty dessert. 


Pecan Breakfast 
Muffins.—Take a 


cupful and a half of flour sifted with 
a teaspoonful of baking powder, add 
an egg, a half teaspoonful of salt, and 
a cupful of milk. Beat well for five 
minutes; add two cupfuls of rolled pe- 
can meats and bake in a hot oven in 
gem pans. Other nuts may be substi- 
tuted, but these are especially good. 


Gingerbread is made quite elegant 


by sprinkling a half-cupful of chopped 
nuts over the top just as it goes into 
the oven. 


Nuts and Cottage Cheese Salad.— 


Mix a half-cupful of chopped nuts of 
any kind, peanuts are good; add a lit- 
tle onion juice and cream to unsea- 
soned Dutch cheese; season well with 
salt and paprika and mold in balls.

If homo-baked broad were uniformly 
woll made, it would bo used more ox- 
tonsiv(»ly than at i;ros<»nt in place of 
more oxponsive foods, say specialist? 
in tho United States dopartniont of 
aKTicult 1 1 re. and this wouhl bo a dis­ 
tinct economy. 
From tho standpoint 
of nutrition it makes very little differ- j 
onco whether broadstuffs are served in 


We have our nuts 
freshest 
and 
cheapest in the fall, but the peanut is 
like the poor **al- 
ways witii us.'* and 
we may fall back on 
the plebeian ground 
nut for many good 
dishes. 
Any 
nuts 
that are purchased 
shelled should be 
carefully 
washed 
and 
drioO 
before 
using, even when they have been han­ 
dled under sanitary conditions as far 
as know n; this is essential. 
Those who are fortunate enough to 
have a hickory grove or even one or 
two trees to supply them with this de­ 
licious nut, no other need be desired. 
The black walnut too Is another good- 
flavored nut and grows in various 
parts of the country. 
Where one lives near a brook where 
watercr(»ss grows, a most refreshing 
and satisfying salad may be made, us­ 
ing watercress sprinkled with nuts of 
any kind, a little shredded onion and 
a French dressing.

Father and Son 


Killed by Lightning 


During tbe exceptionally severe electric- 


al storm which passed over that section 
about 530 o'closk on Saturday evening, 
John King, aged 72 years, 9 months and 
12 days, and his eon Lloyd, aged 26 years. 
10 months and 24 days, met instant death 
while on a fishing trip along the Conewago 
creek, near New Chester. 


The men were members of a party of six 


which included Mr. King and two of hia 
eonr, of West York, who had come to tbe 
stream for the day, and were separated 
from the other members of the party 
when they met their death. 


Tbe party wan along the old Creager 


dam at Group's mill, not far from New 
Chester. The old man and bis son, Lloyd 
were on the bank of the stream directly 
opposite the other four members of the 
party. The only shelter within reach of 
them when the storm came up was two 
small walnut trees and they hastened to 
this spot, while the others were shielded 
from the storm by thicker foliage on tbe 
other bank of the creek. The older ta 
had been sitting on a camp stool beneath 
the tree and was seen by one of the party 
on tbe opposite side of the creek, to top- 
ple from his seat as a bolt of lightning shot 
from the sky. Only one of tbe mem- 
bers of tbe party of four noticed the light- 
ning strike on the bank near the two fish- 
ermen. He saw the older man fall, but 
none of them saw the son, who was sever- 
al feet away from his father and party hid- 
den by tbe trees. 


When found the body of the father was 


lying across that of his son with his head 
wedged between the two trees. Only 
slight marks of the lightning were found 
on the bodies, and the clothing somewhat, 
torn. The bolt did not strike the trees 
but hit the ground close to where they 
were located. Dr. Swab, of Hampton was 
summoned, but his services were of no 
avail, and he summoned undertaker W. 
A. Feiser, who after having received due 
authority removed the bodies to the mor- 
gue of W. Bairs, Sons, at Hanover, where 
they were secured by a York undertaker, 
on Sunday noon, and returned to their 
late home from which place a double fun- 
eral will be held this Thursday, and bodies 
be taken to Littlestown, where services 
will be held in the Redeemer's Reformed 
church at 2 o'clock. Interment will be 
made in the Mt. Carmel cemetery. 


John King was a former resident of Ad- 


ams county, having lived for many years 
in Mt. Joy township, near Two Taverns, 
where he was engaged at farming. He 
moved from this county to York about 17 
years ago and has been living there ever 
since. He is survived by a wife and the 
following children: Mrs. William Cramer, 
of Hanover; Mrs. John Eckenrode, of 
York; Clayton King, of near Gettysburg; 
Emory King, of Erie; Charles and Ivan 
King of York, and William King of Har- 
risburg. Several brothers and sisters also 
survive him. 


Lloyd King leaves his wife, one little 


son, his mother, and brothers and sisters 
above mentioned. The rods with which 
the two unfortunate men had been fishing, 
lay on the bank and tbe lines in the 
stream, as though dropped from their 
hands.

Father and Son 
Killed by Lightning 
During the exceptionally severe electric­ 
al storm which passed over that section 
about 5:30 o’closk on Saturday evening, 
John King, aged 72 years, 9 months and 
12 days, and his son Lloyd, aged 26 years, 
10 months and 24 days, met instant death 
while on a fishing trip along the Conewago 
creek* near New C'hester. 
The men were members of a party of six 
which included Mr. King and two of his 
sons, of West York, who had come to the 
stream for the day, and wore separated 
from the other members of the party 
when they met their death. 
The party was along the old Creager 
dam at Group’s mill, not far from New 
Chester. The old man and his son, Lloyd 
were on the bank of the stream directly 
opposite the other four members of the 
party. The only shelter >vithin reach of 
them when the storm came up was two 
small walnut trees and they hastened to 
this spot, while the others wore shielded 
from the storm by thicker foliage on the 
other bank of the creek. The older luan 
had been sitting on a camp stool beneath 
the tree and was seen by one of the party 
on the opposite side of the creek, to top­ 
ple from his seat as a bolt of lightning shot 
from the sky. Only one of the mem­ 
bers of the party of four noticed the light­ 
ning strike on the bank near the two fish­ 
ermen. 
He saw the older man fall, but 
none of them saw the son, who was sever­ 
al feet away from his father and party hid­ 
den by the trees. 
When found the body of the father was 
lying across that of his son with his head 
wedged between the two trees. Only 
slight marks of the lightning were found 
on the bodies, and the clothing somewhat 
torn. The bolt did not strike the trees 
but hit the ground close to where they 
were located. Dr. Swab, of Hampton was 
summoned, but his services were of no 
avail, and he summ*med undertaker W. 
A. Feiser, who after having received due 
authority removed the bodies to the mor­ 
gue of W. Buirs, Sons, at Hanover, where 
they were secured by a York undertaker, 
on Sunday noon, and returned to their 
lato home from which place a double fun­ 
eral will beheld thisTbursda}^ and bodies 
be taken to Littlestown, where services 
will be held in the Redeemer’s Reformed 
church at 2 o’clock. 
Interment will be 
made in the Mt. Carmel cemetery. 
John King was a former resident of Ad­ 
ams county, having lived for many years 
in Mt. Joy township, near Two Taverns, 
where he was engaged at farming. 
He 
moved from this county to York about 17 
years ago and has been living there ever 
since. He is survived by a wife and the 
following children; Mrs. William Cramer, 
of Hanover; Mrs. John Eckenrode, of 
York; Clayton King, of near Gettysburg; 
Emory King, of Erie; Charles and Ivan 
King of York, and William King of Har­ 
risburg. Several brothers and sisters also 
survive him. 
Lloyd King leaves his mic, one little 
son, his mother, and brothers and sisters 
above mentioned. The rods with which 
the two unfortunate men had been fishing, 
lay on the banK and the lines in the 
stream, as though dropped from their 
hands.

The present world war has brought about much demand for military 


training. Last year the state of New York passed a law providing mili- 
tary training for all boys between the ages of sixteen and nineteen. 
The 


bill further provides for a military commission to prescribe the proper 
kind of military training. A very able commission was appointed. After 
giving this subject careful study, and investigating what European coun- 
tries are doing, the commission found out that the best military training 
comes through play, through that vigorous play that develops the lungs, 
the heart and other vital organs—that builds up a physique that is strong 
and that has the power of endurance. And so the course of military train- 
ing prescribed consists of basket ball, baseball and other vigorous games, 
drills, exercises and hikes. It is the kind of training that will best fit 
them, also, for the battles of peace. 


We have heard much about the efficiency of the Germans during this 


war. No German youth is given training in the tactics of arms until he 
is nineteen years old. 
All the military training that he receives in the 


grammar school and high schools is play and gymnastics. 


The people of America are rapidly realizing that their first line of 


defense is their boys arid girls; that, according to their development, 
would depend the future America's ability to defend herself in war, or 
to hold her own in peace. 


Of course they inusft nave time tu, 
romping aud playing, for no jfiild cue. 
be truly happy unless he has a full 
share of play, but his good times 
should not by any means Intrude on 
his studies. 


A wise mother is she who keeps In 


touch with her children's school work, 
who calls on their teachers occasion- 
ally for a friendly chat.

THE BAIT-CASTING REEL. 


My Dear Buck: 


There is one part of your bait-cast- 


ing outfit that sure must be right in 
material and workmanship, old scout, 
or you might as well make up your 
mind that your bait-casting days will 
be a grand old series of backlashes 
and cuss words and that little old im- 
portant feature is your reel. You can 
slip a set of guides on a cane or anyi 
old stick and with a good free-running, 
reel make a cast, but without a reel 
that runs smooth and even, your bait 
casting will be one darned bit of trou- 
ble after another, and to save your 
standing in the home burg you'll go 
back to still fishing and lead a peace- 
ful, quiet life. 


The quadruple multiplying reel and 


the short rod have put bait casting in 
the past few years in first place as 
the most popular method of fishing, be- 
cause it is easy to learn and gen- 
erally gets the fish. There is nothing 
mysterious about the q-m, it simply 
means that the gears are toothed to 
make four revolutions of the spool of 
the reel to one revolution of the han- 
dle, this increases the speed of recov- 
ering the Hue with the least amount of ' 
hand work. 
In shape the reel should 


be of the long, low spool design. The 
ordinary 
60-yard reel ha\mg end 


plates of 2 inches in diameter and the 
80-yard reel 2% inches. 
A reel of 


this size is plenty large enough for any 
bait casting and the long, low spool 
design aids in the thumbing of the 
line. 


In the selection of a reel you will 


make no mistake in making it a point 
to choose one made of German silver, 
which by all odds is the best material 
used in the construction of bait-casting 
reels. 


-Jeweled Bearings Are Fine. 


Without a doubt jeweled bearings 


on the re<il make it run more smooth- 
ly and add to its life. The lengthened 
life of a reel due to the fact that it 
is jeweled more than overbalances the 
added cost over the ordinary kind. 
As a general thing the jewels are set' 
in removable caps at the end of the 
bearings which makes it easy to keep 
them clean and oiled. 
Of course the; 


jeweled reel nicks you deeper in the 
bank roll, but after a fellow has put' 
in practice work on the lower-priced 
reels and feels like investing in one 
that will last forever, if handled right, 
then the jeweled reel is the only one 
to buy. Care of the Reel. 


The life of any reel will be mighty 


short if it is not given care and at- 
tention. 
The finest machine in the 


world will not run without oil, yet 
many fellows will use a reel week aft- 
er week, and not think of feeding it 
a little soothing sirup until it begins 
to scrape and rattle like the 5:15. 
When this stage is reached they will 
drop a little oil in the cups, but the 
damage is done through overheated1 
bearings and pinions, and the reel will 
never again run. with freedom of fric- 
tion and as smoothly as before the 
rough grind handed it. 


The reel should be cleaned and oiled 


after each day's fishing, The ordinary, 
thin oil is not sufficient, as no thin oil 
will last through the different tempera- 
tures' to which a reel is subjected 
during a day's casting. 
Heated by the 


hot sun or chilled by the night air, 
as well as drenched with water dur- 
ing the day makes a combination that 
would eliminate any thin oil. 
While 


the thick oils soon churn into a creamy 
paste and hamper and clog the reel 
so that you think you are losing your 
speed at the game when your casts slow 
up. 
You make no mistake when you 


invest in a bottle of "real" reel oil 
and the best comes from the jawbones 
and. lubber of the porpoise. 
This oil 


is refined up in the Arctic circle and 
will stand the gaff of any temperature. 
After you buy the oil, use it, don't 
stand it away in the tackle cabinet 
and forget it. 


Oiling the reel is not all that is 


necessary to keep the little old pleas- 
ure producer in good shape. 
Like* 


the line, the reel should be entirely! 
dried after each day's fishing. Al- 
though German silver does not rust, 
it will corrode and the main cause fofl 
corroding is dampness. 
Be fair to 


the reel and dry it thoroughly in the 
open air or sunlight, drop a little oil 
in each oil cup before you tuck it 
away for the night. 


As a final' tip on the reel, old man, 


here's hopin' you don't take it apart 
every once in a while to see what makes 
it go. 
The smooth-running qualities 


of many a fine reel have been ruined 
by the inquisitive cuss with the it cli- 
ng palm and a screw driver. Of course 
you would never think of taking your 
watch apart and assembling it again, 
and a 'finely adjusted reel Is just as 
accurat&ij iet aa a fine watch.

The present world war has brought about much demand for miliiary 
training. Last year tlie state of New York passed a law providing mili­ 
tary training for all boys between the ages of sixteen and nineteen. 
The 
bill further provides for a military commission to prescribe the proper 
kind of military training. A very able commission was appointed. 
After 
giving this subject careful study, and investigating what European coun­ 
tries are doing, the commission found out that the best military training 
comes through play, through that vigorous play that develops the lungs, 
the heart and other vital organs—that builds up a physique that is strong 
and that has the power of endurance. And so the course of military train­ 
ing prescribed consists of basket ball, baseball and other vigorous games, 
drills, exercises and hikes. 
It is the kind of training that will best fit 
them, also, for tho battles of peace. 
We have heard much about the efficiency of the Germaiis during this 
war. 
No German youth is given training in the tactics of arms nntil he 
is nineteen years old. 
All tho military training that he receives in the 
grammar school and high schools is play and gymnastics. 
The people of America arc rapidly realizing that their first line of 
defense is their boys and girls; that, according to their development, 
would depend the future America's ability to defend herself in war, or 
to hold her own in peace.

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My Dear Buck: 
There is one part of your bait-cast­ 
ing outfit that sure must be right la 
material and w’orkraanshlp, old scout, 
or you might as w^ell make up your 
mind that your bait-casting days will 
be a grand old series of backlashes 
and cuss words and that little old im­ 
portant feature is your reel. You can 
.slip a set of guides on a cane or any. 
old stick and with a good free-running 
reel make a cast, but without a reel 
that runs smooth and even, your bait 
casting will be one darned bit of trou­ 
ble after another, and to save your 
standing in the home burg you’ll go 
back to still fishing and lead a peace­ 
ful, quiet life. 
The quadruple multiplying reel and 
the short rod have put halt casting in 
the past few years In first place as 
the most popular method of fishing, be­ 
cause it is easy to learn and gen­ 
erally gets the fish. 
There is nothing 
mj^sterious about the q-m, it simply 
means that the gears are toothed to 
make four revolutions of the spool of 
the reel to one revolution of the han­ 
dle, this increases the speed of recov­ 
ering the line with the least amount of 
hand w’ork. 
In shape the reel should 
be of the long, low spool design. The 
ordinary 
60-yard reel 
having 
end 
])lates of 2 inches in diameter and the 
SO-yard reel 2^, inches. 
A reel of 
this size is plenty large enough for any 
bait casting and the long, low spool 
design aids in the thumbing of the 
line. 
In the selection of a reel you will 
make no mistake in making it a point 
to choose one made of (Jerman silver, 
which by all odds is the best material 
used in thr3 construction of bait-casting 
reels. 
Jeweled Bearings Are Fine. 
Without a d(mbt jeweled bearings 
on the reol make it run more smooth­ 
ly and add to its life. 
The lengthened 
life of a reel due to the fact that It 
is jeweled more than overbalances the 
added cost over the ordinary kind.- 
As a general thing the jewels are set' 
in removable caps at the end of tho 
bearings which makes it easy to keep' 
them clean and oiled. 
Of course the; 
jow^eled reel nicks you deeper in the 
bank roll, but after a fellow has put’ 
In practice w^ork on the lower-priced 
reels and feels like investing in one 
that will last forever, if handled right, 
then the jeweled reel is the only ono 
to buy. Care of the Reel. 
The life of any reel will be mighty 
short if it is not given care and at­ 
tention. 
The finest machine in the 
w^orld will not run without oil, yet 
many fellow^s will use a reel week aft­ 
er week, and not think of feeding it, 
a little soothing sirup until it begins 
to scrape and rattle like the 5:15. 
When this stage is reached they will, 
drop a little oil in the cups, but the 
damage is done through overheated’ 
bearings and pinions, and the reel will, 
never again run with freedom of fric­ 
tion and as smoothly as before the 
rough grind handed it. 
The reel should be cleaned and oiled 
after each day’s fishing. The ordinary, 
thin oil is not suilicient, as no thin oil 
will last through the different tempera­ 
tures' to wiilch a reel is subjected 
during a day’s casting. 
Heated by tho 
hot sun or chilled by tho night air, 
as w*ell as drenched with water dur­ 
ing the day makes a combination that 
w’ould eliminate any thin oil. 
While 
the thick oils soon churn into a creamy 
paste and hamper and clog the reel 
.so that you think you are losing your 
speed at the game wiien your casts slow 
up. 
You make no mistake wiien yon 
Invest in a bottle of “real” reel oil 
and the best comes from the jawi)ones 
and. lubber of the porpoise. 
This oil 
is refined up in the Arctic circle and 
will stand the gaff of any temperature. 
After you buy the oil, use It, don’t 
stand it aw'ay }n the tackle cabinet 
and forget it. 
Oiling the reel is not all that is 
necessary to keep the little old pleas­ 
ure producer in good shape.

mines of Laurium were abandoneu 
more than 2.0U0 years ago as unwork­ 
able, and wore filled for the most part 
with the slag from tlio workings of the 
miners. 
It was discovered, however, that this 
slag contained plenty of silver, which 
could easily be rewdered available by 
up-to-date appliances 
Accordingly it 
was removed to the furnace, and. when 
next tho mine was visited, a wonderful 
transformation v/as found to have ta­ 
ken place, 
instead of a heap of rub 
blsh, the mine had become a gorgeous 
flower garden. 
Ih e entire space was 
covered with a brilliant show of pop 
pies. This profuse vegetable life, U it 
asserted, belonged to tho ago In which 
the mines were worked. Twenty cen 
turies old, therefore, were those poppy 
seeds; yet, when the removal of the 
slag allov/ed the light to fall upon 
them, they sprang into life and bloom 
under its influence.

Serve tho 
pears in nests of head lettuce and gar­ 
nish with watercress and slices of 
lemon. 
Any kind of boiled dressing 
may be used instead of the mayon- 
naiso. if preferred. 
A bit of chopped 
parsley in tho dressing adds to tho 
appearance and flavor. 
Date Salad.—Mix together a third 
of a cupful of grated American cheese 
and three tablespoonfuls of gi'ound 
walnut meats. 
Stuff dates with thia 
mixture, allowing them to stand sev­ 
eral hours. 
Slico them and sprinkle 
with a cupful each of diced apple and 
celery, tho apples sprinkled with lem 
on juice to keep thom from discolor 
ing as soon as cut: mix all thoroughly 
with boiled salad dressing to which 
has been added an equal quantity of 
whipped cream, either sweet or sour. 
Rice and Fruit Dessert,—Add a cup­ 
ful of sliced bananas or oranges to a 
cupful of cooked rice, mix well and 
fold in a cupful of whipped cream, 
sweeten with a cupful of powdered 
sugar. Canned peaches, pears, straw­ 
berries. or stewed dried fruit may bti 
used in combination with the rice. 
F-lavored Beets.—To two cupfuls of 
sliced, cooked beets add the follow 
Ing sauco: 
Dissolve a half cupful of 
sugar in half cupful of vinegar, add a 
fourth of a teaspoonful of salt, and 
three-fourths of a teaspoonful of corn 
starch, cook five minutes, then add two 
tablespoonfuls of butter, pour over 
the beets ar 1 servo hot.

French-Swiss 
paper

the office of the Italian general staff 
In Rome and demanded an audience 
with the chief of the intelligence de­ 
partment.

by this oillcial they made sensational 
ilisclosures and delivered all the doc­ 
uments of the Austro-Hungarian es­ 
pionage bureau In Zurich. 
The men were two notorious Italian 
burglars, who were known and feared 
from one end of the kingdom to the 
other. 
When the war broke out they 
were called to the colors and detailed 
to the same regiment. 
Life in the 
trenches did not suit them and they 
d(»cided to desert. 
They escaped to 
Switzerland 
and settled 
in 
Zurich, 
where they plied their old trade with 
considerable success.
